Obeys Orders of Dispatcher, 
Flags Passenger and Side- 
tracks a Freight. 


When Miss Eulalia Algermissen, 
night operator for the Wabash Rail- 
road at St. Peters, Mo., 29 miles west 
of St. Louis, working alone in the 
early morning hours, looked from the 
window of her little station and saw 
that a bridge was afire she did not 
become panic stricken. Two trains 
were rushing toward the burning 
bridge. 

She met the emergency coolly and 
worked to save property and the lives 
of passengers. 

She knew that in a few minutes a 
passenger and a through freight were 
due-and the leaping flames above the 
bridge half a mile east of the station 
gave warning of a disaster unless 
she could stop the trains. 

Nespite the need for quick action her 
mind worked clearly. She remembered 
the instructions in the list of rules 
which was given her for her guidance 
when she went to work at the station. 

Calls Dispatcher on Wire. 

FirSt of all, she was to call the divi- 
sion train dispatcher at Moberly. Her 
fingers worked feverishly but truly at 


the keys and sent the message: “St. 


Peters bridge is burning.”’ 

Back came the answer: 
section crew. Sidetrack 
Flag the passenger.”’ 

That was a big contract for a slip of 
a girl, but the orders did not confuse 
Miss Algermissen. She might well have 
despaired. 
before the freight train, less than five 
minutes ahead of the passenger, would 
come thundering from the west toward 
the bridge. 

In that time she must work with 
speed and precision. 

Three blocks she ran to the home of 
the section gang foreman and awakened 
him. On the way back to the station 
she roused members of the section gang 
and gave them hurried orders to go to 
the bridge. She took no chances on the 
foreman getting his forces together in 
time. 

Returning to the station, she set a 
block signal for the freight and waited 
until it came, when she gave it orders 
to sidetrack. 

She sent the crew of the freight for- 
ward to help the section gang fight the 
fire. 

Then she took a “signal fuse,’’ a long 
stick like a skyrocket, which burns with 
a red glare, and ran half a mile up 
the track to stop the passenger. She 
laid the fuse on the track and hurried 
back to the station to wire for further 
instructions from the dispatcher. 


The passenger engineer rounding a 
curve at the rate of 50 miles an hour 
saw the burning fuse and applied his 
-rakes. 

The train came to a standstill at the 
station. The section crew worked near- 
ly an hour to extinguish the fire at the 
bridge. 

Miss Algermissen’s prompt action in 
saving the trains occurred last Friday 
inorning. She is still receiving con- 
gratulations from railroad men and pas- 
sengers.

Delegates Warner and Pries- 
meyer are under indictment for bribery 
in these cases. , 
The charge against Coyne resulted 
from his testimony that he could not 
remember having approached different 
men. interested in House bills, with 
propositions to “get behind’ them for 
fees of $1000 each, and with assurance 
that unless the fees were paid the bills 
would not pass. 

These propositions, according to five 
witnesses Mr. Sager put en the stand, 
were made within six weeks of the 
grand jury investigation. 

Claims Mind Was Affected, 

To base a perjury charge on failure to 
remember is unusual, and Horace L. 
Dyer, of counsel for Coyne, declared to 
the jury that the case Was unprece- 
dented in American jurisprudence. Dyer 
and former Judge Chester H. Krum in- 
troduced physicians to show that Coyne 
struck his head against a beam in New 
York a year ago while a stairway was 
being repaired, and that his nind and 
memory had been affected by the blow. 

Redmond S. Brennon, manager of 
Coyne’s school of plumbing trades in 
New York,, also testified to Coyne’s pe- 
culiar actfons, but all this evidence, in 
so far as it related to Coyne’s mental 
cendition, was stricken out of the record 
and withdrawn from the jury’s consider- 
ation under Mr. Sager’s motion. This 
left Coyne practically without defense. 
He himself did not take the stand. 

The evidence was concluded at 3:30 p. 
m. Tuesday, and two hours were allow- 
ed for argument.

Missouri-Lincoln Seeks to Re- 
cover $6000 From Third 
National Bank. 
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A new forgery of Horace E. Hand, 
late of the Frisco .tailroad law depart- 
ment and now in the Penitentiary for 
forgery, was discolsed in a suit filed by 
the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. against 
the Third National Bank Wednesday. 
The name forged was that of Luman F. 
Parker, general counsel of the Frisco 
system, whose confidential clerk Hand 
was. 

Mr. Parker was found dead in a bath- 
room of his home two days ago. His 
funeral will take place Thursday. 
Friends say that his health began fail- 
ing when s«fand’s criminal operations 
were disclosed. 

Bank Issued 86000, 

The petition of the trust company 
says that Hand indorsed Parker’s name 
to a check issued to the latter by the 
Frisco Railroad. The amount of the 
check is’ not named. On it the Third 
National issued a_$6000 draft on the Con- 
tinental National Bank of Chicago and 
paid the remainder in cash. 

This draft, after being indorsed by 
Hand with the forged signature of 
Parker, and passing through several 
indorsers, finally returned to the Third 
National, the trust company.petition

McGrath says he has here- 
tofore ordered the driver to take part of 
each carload of the Howse leather ‘to 
Kohn, who paid him 8 cents a pound 
for it. McGrath is 38 years old and re- 
sides at 374 Finney avenue.

those too lazy, too busy or too indif- 
ferent to attend to it under a system 
devised by Mrs. Irene S. Garrison. She 
proposes to act as proxy. 

Persons living out of town also may 
avail themselves of the services of this 
up-to-date woman. It was through 
commissions for them that she first 
conceived the idea of doing Christmas 
shopping for city folk. 

“The servant problem is so serious 
nowadays,’’ Mrs. Garrison told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at the Locust Inn, 
where she lives, “that many women 
find it impossible to get away from 
home to do their shopping.’’ 


Downtown Clerks Need Service. 

“These women telephone me what 
they want and I buy it for them on 
commission. vowntown department 
Stores also pay me a commission, 

“But the city class which chiefly 
needs my services is composed of clerks 
for railroads and other young men hold- 
ing office positions. In the first place, 
they cannot readily spsre time to ‘ook 
around,’ and in the second place, they 
are not always sure what they want.

“My health will not permit me to 
take a position which keeps me _ con- 
stantly indoors, and I have found this 
the answer to the question as to how I 
might support myse:f. [ kuow the shops 
thoroughly, and thus can give my cus- 
tomers the benefit of bargains, and I 
have done shopping for others so long— 
though I never before made a specialty 
of Christmas shopping—that I1 feel I 
can satisfy them if anybody can.

Mrs. Myrtle Praul, the mother, 
held as a witness ten days 
Benjamin McKenna, an 
licitor, had died from a fractured skull, 
inflicted in front of her home 3120 
Sullivan avenue. The testimony at the 
inquest was that McKenna was drunk 
when he went to the house to solicit in- 
surance and that Mrs. Praul refused to 
admit him. She helped him start down 
the steps, and he fell to the 
pavement, Linnie, who was 
held with after the 
inquest.

Lerd Kelvin. 
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UR KELVIN 
TQ Bt BURIED 
IN SCOTLAND 


Great Scientist Achieved Many 
Triumphs During His 
Long Life. 





LONDON, Dec. 18.—Lord Kelvin, one 
of the forémost scientists of his day, 
who died yesterday at the age of 83, 
will be burfed in Glasgow. Two coun- 
and Ireland — always 
claimed him as their son since, as plain 


William Thomson, he achieved the first 
of his long list of triumphs in the field 
of science. He was born in Belfast, 
but most of his early life was spent in 
Scotland. 

As a scientist Lord Kelvin was known 
around the world. He won internation- 
al recognition at the age of 31, when 
he took up the study of the dynamic 
theory of heat and wrote brilliantly on 
the subject. 

In 1846 he was elected professor of 
natural philosophy at the University of 
Glasgow. A few years later he turned 
his attention to the proposed cable be- 
tween Europe and America, and, while 
most of the great scientists of that day 
were scoffing at the project, Lord Kel- 
vin insisted that it could be made a 
success and it was due greatly to his 
efforts that the first Atlantic cable was 
laid. 

Invented Mirror Galvanometer. 

Lord Kelvin invented the mirror gal- 
vanometer, first used on the Atlantic 
cable laid in 1858. Nine years later he. 
invented and patented the siphon re- 
corder. After the «ables of 1866 had been 
placed William Thomson returned to 
Ireland to be knighted by the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

Several of Lord Kelvin’s. inventions 
astounded the scientific world. When 
he first submitted his model of the im- 
proved compass by which the mariners 
of today steer their vessels, Sir George 
Airey of the Royal Observatory, Green- 
wich, informed Lord Kelvin with an air 
of great regret, ‘““ahe thing will not do.’’ 

But it did. This incident is typical 
of the first reception given many of his 
inventions. 

During the latter part of his life Lord 
Kelvin was showered with honors by 
practically every country. He was 
known personally by: many American 
scientists. A few years ago he visited 
the United States. 

He was president of the: International 
Niagara Commission.

Chief of Detectives Smith's one DON’T 
for pérsons who are not consumed with 
a desire to be robbed by street car pick- 
pockets: 

“DON'T carry a bulky wallet in an 

putside pocket. You can lose’ your 
moncy easier by wearing it pinned on 
your back.” 

Two pickpockets are at work in St. 
Louis. They are exceptionally clever, 
as indicate. by two features of their 
operations. The first is that they select 
for victims only men having large 
rolls” and the second is that they 
always get away without being caught 

mt their work. 

Almost daily, and sometimes oftener, 
reports reach police headquarters of 
losses sftstained by sireet car passen- 
gere. Invariably the loser remembers 
that he was jostled while riding on a 
‘crewded platform, This fact alone 
causes the police to attribute the logs 
to the work of pickpockets, and a 
query always brings the information 
that the money was in a large wallet 
and the wallet in an outside pocket, 
usually a hip pocket. 

Smith Looks for Thieves. 

Chief of Detectives Smith, as a result 
of many recent reports of robberies, has 
stationed men at all crossings where 
traffic is the livellest. So.far the police 
have been unable to get even a genera! 
description of the robbers, their work is 
so finished, the victim not knowihg he 
has been robbed until he reaches his 
destination.

‘The pickpockets 
cdge their way through the crowd, feel- 
ing the clothing of the different passen- 

+ pers. The passenger doesn’t xnow that 
he is being ‘felt’ on account of the jost- 
ling. At least he does not think of such 
a thing.

In either case, if he were older and wiser he 
would hesitate to support the United States ban) 
idea with the arguments advanced in his annual 
report. It.may be that almost any young man

doubt it. Mr. Ridgely does not talk like the real 
thing. 

The United States bank which Mr. Ridgely sug- 
gests is simply the Hamilton yi and the Cla) 
pank,.with an impossible modification. He would 
keep it out of politics and yet to all intents and 
purposes it would be an extension of the Treasury 
of the United States. : 

Seventy and more years ago the United States 
bank which Jackson and his party put out of 
business was supposed to avoid political compli- 
cations also, but when its affairs wete overhauled 
it was found that money in excess of $5000 each 
on the average, had been “loaned” to more than 
one-quarter of the members of Congress. There 
were men then, as now, who sincerely favored a 
United States bank, but they were not more en- 
thusiastic in that direction than these “borrowers’”’ 
in Congress. 

If we had a United States bank now, it would 
be forced into politics, just as the first, and, 
particularly, the second banks were. The bank 
which Jackson destroyed was a Whig institu- 
tion. It was managed by Whigs, root and branch, 
and its favors were bestowed chiefly upon Whigs. 
So. far as more than one-half of the people were 
concerned, it might as well have had the placard 
over its doors: ‘“‘No Democrat Need Apply.” 
When the Whig party lost the bank it went to 
pieces. 7 j 

This bank was strong enough in Jackson’s time 
to fight the United States Government for suprem- 
acy, using the Government’s own money and cred- 
it in the undertaking. The Government as well 
as the bank used all its résources in the contest, 
and it carried its point at last only by the narrow- 
est of margins. 

The Government is stronger today in some re- 
spects tnan‘’ it was then, but a United States bank 
would be more powerful now than the old one 
was. Where the second bank dealt in tens of mil- 
lions, some modern Nicholas Biddle, in charge of 
a third bank, would deal in hundreds of millions. 
While the Government might control him for a 
season, it is morally certain that, sooner or later, 
he would attempt to control the Government. 

This, in fact, was one reason why Hamilton 
favored a great central bank. He was a believer 
in government by corruption, or, as he would 
have described it, by “interest.” He would “in- 
terest” the well to do and respectable in govern- 
ment, or he would attach them to the Govern- 
ment by “interest,” and the less favored could

They seem to confuse cause and effect tn 
this instance. While it is true “that drink has proven a curse” in this country, 
yet ahe evil lies not in the drinking but, rather, In the conditions that bring 
about drunkenness. The laxity of home ties and the lack of proper home sur- 
roundings, two acknowledged failings of our masses, lie at the root of the evil. 
As long as the saloon will appear more attractive than the fireside and a man's 
conferes more congenial than his conjugal companion, the state of intem- 
perance and immorality will exist. And even if the saloons be closed by law, 
and the selling of liquors prohibited by legislation, the moral status of the peo- 


ple will not be improved. Hedged in by code, but unhampered by conscience, 


man will find other avenues to vice to gratify his unbridled desires. 

Our own fathers certainly displayed an intimate knowledge of human nature 
when they laid so much stress upon the proper care and culture of the home, It 
is to this fact alone that we must attribute the healthy state of affairs among 
us Jews. We owe it solely to our homes, which have always been (and 
happily still are) pervaded by a moral atmosphere, that the curse ef drink is 
practically unknown and the problem of intemperance searcecty felt by us Jews. 
We are not total abstainers, but we have been trained to moderation. We use 
liquor, but we do not abuse’ it.

ALL OVER CITY 


Ten Checks Accepted by Mer- 
chants in a Day—Gard- 
ner’s Name Used. 





The police have failed to round up 
the gang of forgers at work in St. 
Louis. Ten worthless checks were 
cashed by merchants Tuesday evening.

The checks 
bear what are purported to be the sig- 
natures of Russell E. Gardner and of 
the Hydraulic Press Brick Co. They are 
printed and the signatures -are im- 
pressed with a rubber stamp. 

John Victor of - 3913 Vest avenue, 
driver for the Frank Lind Grocery Co., 
received a check for $18. Victor deliv- 
ered goods ameunting to $5.57 to “M. 
Hardy,’’ 1318 La Salle street. A young 
man and a stout Woman accepted the 
goods and the young man tendered a 
check supposed to be drawn by the 
Banner Buggy Co. He explained that 
the financial stringency had caused the 
firm to pay off the employes _with 
checks. 

Couple Seon Disappears. 

The check later was found to be a 
forgery. Detectives were sent to the 
La Salle street address and found it to 
be a rooming house. They learned the 
couple who tendered the check had é4n- 
gaged a room there for a day and had 
left after recelving the groceries. 

Another check, for $10, with the signa- 
ture of Gardner forged to it, was aé& 
cepted by James Quigley, grocer at 
4244 Finney avenue. The man who pre- 
sented the check said he was ordering 
groceries for Mrs. E. Brinkman, 4326 
Finney avenue, and showed a note to 
that effect, which also requested the 
grocer to cash a small check. Gro- 
ceries amounting to $1.15 were ordered 
sent to the Brinkman home and the 
man took the change. Mrs. Brinkman 
said she did not order the groceries. 


Of John Smith Style. 


Checks bearing the forged signature / 


of the Hydraulic Press Brick Co., and 
printed in “John Smith” style, each for 
$5, were accepted by lsador Srenco, 619
